RAS RASHAYA. Lebanon. - 
The Israel Defence Forces is ex- 
pected to withdraw soon from 
the Tyre area, completing the 
pullback to the security zone. All 
unessential equipment has been 
removed from the area. 

On Wednesday rhe IDF pulled out 
from the Beka'a Valley and Jebel 
Baroukh in the eastern sector, where 
they were deployed opposite Syrian 
troops, to a line just north of Has- 
baya. 

Lebanese Army troops nave de- 
ployed in most of the 75U- kilometres 
area vacated. But a Druse militia 
took control of the strategic Jebel 
Baroukh peak and Christian militia- 
men remained in the Jezzine area, 
according to a Reuter report. 

Two army columns headed south 
from behind Syrian Army lines in the 
Beka'a to a delirious welcome from 
villagers throwing rice, flowers and 
perfume. 

They stopped short of Israel's new' 
front-line in Lebanon, running from 
the Mount Hermon ranee on the 


border to Kfar Hounah. south to the 
Litani River and west to the 
Mediterranean coast. 

Army captain Walid Abdel Baqi 
told Reuters that the Druse-led 
Progressive Socialist Parry (PSP) 
militia seized Jebel Baroukh - site of 
an Israeli electronic surveillance 
post scanning Syria - without a fight 
after the Israelis withdrew before 
dawn Wednesday. 

Troops made no attempt to take 
over the nearby Christian town of 
Jezzine from the South Lebanon 
Army (SLA). An Israeli roadblock 
cut the road between Jezzine and the 
Beka'a. 

Israel has left a wide buffer zone in 
the Druse Hasbaya area to minimize 
the possibility of a clash with Syrian 
troops, who may try to regain terri- 
tory they lost in 1982. 

It was implicit in remarks by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin that 
Israel would tolerate a limited Syrian 
advance. Speaking to reporters in a 
tent encampment serving as the for- 
ward headquarters for the Nonhem 
Command in the eastern sector. 
Rabin said: “I hope that the Syrians 
understand we have certain limits 


and we will not be able to stay on the 
sidelines if they exceed them." 

According to Chief of General 
Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy. Israel 
would have to react if the Syrians 
changed “the military-strategic 
situation." But he did not elaborate, 
either. 

Israel still controls 11 per cent of 
Lebanese territory. Of the 235.000 
people living in this area, 135.000 are 
Shi'iies and 40,000 are Palestinians. 
The remaining 26 per cent are 
Christians, Druse and Sunni Mos- 
lems. 

Many of the Shi'ttes and Palesti- 
nians will no longer be under Israeli 
control after the Tyre area is evacu- 
ated and the IDF pulls back to a 
security zone, six to 15 km. deep, 
running from Ras Bayada in the east 
to a point about nine km. northeast 
of Hasbaya on the Lebanese-Syrian 
border. 

The future of the SLA. which is to 
take over the security zone once the 
IDF withdraws, seems hazy, as the 
Druse community appears divided 
on the question of whether to side 
with it. At the same time SLA com-

MARIA YOUN. - They sat patient- 
ly in their vehicles in a long convoy 
that snaked into the hills and out of 
sight- Young recruits and bearded 
reservists in tanks and half-tracks - 
Israelis unusually placid in a traffic 
jam. If it meant getting out of Leba- 
non, they said, rhey were prepared 
to wait a link while longer. 

Israeli flags fluttered from radio 
antennas, and their tanks were fes- 
tooned with hand-painted signs 
reading "Shalom. Lebanon," and 
"Adieu forever.” One tank had 
hoisted a traffic “stop" sign with the 
name “Sharon" primed on it. A sign 
on the back of the tank read: "No 
more war.” 

There was no mistaking the senti- 
ments of these soldiers. Earlier that 
morning, they had withdrawn from 


Ra&haya, Jib J ermine and the Lake 
Karoun area - and they had no 
regrets. Some had spent their entire 
military service in Lebanon and 
could barely conceive serving in 
Israel. Many reservists were on their 
eighth Lebanese stmt. 

They were tired and dirty after 
spending the last week or two in 
tents, without running water. Those 
who had come from the eastern 
sector, facing the Syrians, told of a 
tense and sleepless night preceding 
the withdrawal. The Syrians, as al- 
ways, were an unpredictable factor. 
But this time they kept clear. 

Several South Lebanon Array 
(SLA) men lounged at a checkpost 
at the crossroads, virtually un dis- 
tinguishable in their Israeli fatigues 
from the soldiers in the vehicles. 
Overhead, helicopters buzzed con- 
stantly, monitoring the withdrawal. 

As each tank or armoured person- 


nel carrier reached the crossroads, it 
turned either right - towards the 
border crossing point and Israel - or 
left to camps in the security 2 one. 
These camps, too, will be dismantled 
and bulldozed, when the last troops 
in Lebanon return home. 

Some of the soldiers lobbed red. 
blue and yellow smoke grenades 
onto the sides of the road, and a 
heavy multi-coloured pall enveloped 
the convoy. The belching tanks 
emerged from the smoke like 
dyspeptic Hollywood monsters, 
their treads chewing np the road. 

Mostly, the soldiers sat quietly, 
even listlessly, as they waited Cor the 
convoy to move on. "In three years. 
I’ve never felt better," said one, but 
his face showed only exhaustion and 
relief.

Syrians again arrange a settlement 

Karameh withdraws resignation 


DAMASCUS (API- - Lebanese 
Prime Minister Rashid Karameh re- 
tracted the resignation of his nation- 
al unity cabinet Wednesday after a 
two-day conference of Lebanon’s 
top Moslem leaders, under Syria s 
sponsorship, to resolve a power 
struggle for control of West Beirut. 

The decision was announced by 
Svrian Vice President Abdul-Halim 
FChaddam. who presided over the 
conference of the 12 most senior 
religious and political leaders of 
Lebanon’s Sunni, Shi'ite and Druse 
sects in the Syrian capital. 

The conferees also agreed that 
West Beirut's predominantly Shi’ite 
6th Brigade of the Lebanese Army 


would take over security duties in 
Beirut's Moslem sector from Shi’ite 
and Druse militias. 

Karameh, 63, a Sunni, submitted 
his resignation April 17 to protest 
against a crackdown by Shi'ite and 
Druse fighters on tbe Sunni 
Mourabitoun militia that claimed 40 
lives and injured 170. 

The conference also announced in 
a joint communique that a security 
committee representing the warring 
militias and the Lebanese Army has 
been set up to oversee the withdraw- 
al of Shi'ite and Druse militias from 
West Beirut. 

As the communique was read out 
in Damascus Wednesday, gunfire 


and rocket-propelled grenade blasts 
jolted West Beirut. The police said 
they had no explanation for the 
outbreak. 


Yesterday Christian and Modem 
militiamen battled along Beirut's 
mid-city demarcation line, and at 
least seven persons were reported 
killed in rocket and shell fire that hit 
residential areas. 


Radio stations in both East and 
West Beirut urged residents to stay 
indoors, as the Lebanese Army and 
rival Christian. Shi'ite Moslem and 
Druse militia groups held urgent 
telephone contacts to arrange a 
cease-fire. 


Murphy arriving today, to see Shamir

Vice Prime Minister and Foreign 
Minister Shamir is scheduled to meet 
this morning with U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Murphy 
in Jerusalem. 

Murphy is also expected to meet a 
group of Palestinian dignitaries at 
the U.S. Consulate General during 
his stay here. 

Yesterday. Murphy held two 
hours of “good” talks with Lebanese 
President Amin Jemayel, radios re- 
ported. 

Murphy told reporters after the 


meeting at the Presidential Palace in 
suburban Baabda that they discussed 
U.S. -Lebanese relations. “I can only 
say that we support all the efforts 
made by tbe Lebanese Government 
to restore stability, security and 
peace to this country which is so dear 
to us,” he said. 

Murphy flew into Beirut before 
noon from Saudi Arabia and im- 
mediately went into conference with 
Jemayel. U.S. ambassador Reginald 
Bartholomew attended the talks. 

Before flying to Saudi kingdom, 
Murphy toured Jordan. Egypt, 
Israel. Iraq and Syria. He is expected 


to go to Jordan again tomorrow for 
more talks with King Hussein. 

Western and Arab diplomats in 
the region say it is too early to label 
die Murphy mission a failure, but 
they note the PLO has stiffened its 
demand to be included in peace talks 
despite U.S- .and Israeli refusal to 
deal with the terror organization. 

Without PLO endorsement of 
peace talks, western diplomats in 
Amman , as well as several Jordanian 
officials and other observers, doubt 
King Hussein will agree to enter 
U.S. -sponsored negotiations with 
Israel in the near future. 



Arafat says his men are in S. Lebanon 


KUWAIT ( AP). - PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat disclosed yesterday that PLO 
terrorists have already returned to 
South Lebanon before the Israelis 
complete their withdrawal, and 
addressing himself to the Israeli De- 
fence Minister declared: ”1 say to 
Rabin we are there." 

“There is an effective Palestinian 
participation in the anti-Israeli acti- 
vities in South Lebanon." Arafat 
told a press conference on the 
second day of a visit to Kuwait. 

He said that the PLO men stepped 


in at the request of tbe inhabitants of 
the southern Lebanese port city of 
Sidon “to assist their brothers and 
prevent the occupation of the city.”

Nearly all commercial life in East 
Jerusalem came to a standstill 
yesterday as Arab merchants 
observed a spontaneous one-day 
strike to protest against the 
apparently revenge killing of an 
Arab taxi driver on Monday night. 

Colleagues of the slain driver, 
Hamis Tatanji of Shuafat, also 
struck yesterday. The absence of the 
Arab-owned taxis was felt ail over 
the city, since Jewish drivers largely , 
took Independence Day off, (Tatan- 
ji’s name was previously incorrectly 
reported.) 

Hundreds of persons attended 
Tatanji’s funeral on the Temple 
Mount on Wednesday. The site of 
the funeral ceremony indicated that 
for the capital’s Arab population 
there was little doubt that Tatanji 
was the victim of Jews bent on 
avenging the weekend murder of 
Jewish taxi driver David Caspi. 

Strong nationalist sentiments 
were expressed in the slogans and 
speeches at the funeral, but there 
was no dash with the stepped-up 
security forces present nearby.

Alleged planner of 
DeHaan killing dies 


Yosef Harit,’ a founder of the 
pre-state Hashomer organization 
that guarded Jewish setytapents and 
the alleged planner of me assassma- 
tion of anti-Zionist e xtrem ist Jacob 
De Haan, died in TeFArVfv Tuesday 
aged 89. 

According to Dr. Ze’ev Tzahor. a 
Ben-Gurion University expert on 
Zionist history, Harit planned the 
1924 murder of De Haan. trained the 
assassins, and was present at the 
murder. 

Harit also carried on negotiations 
with Soviet leader Josef Stalin, 
asking Soviet support for a Jewish 
state in return for Jewish aid in a 
socialist revolution in the Middle 
East, Tzdhor says. 

Harit was also one of the founders 
of the Mekorot water company in 
1939, along with Pinhas Sapir and 
Levi Eshkol.

Justice Kahan 
dies at age 72 

Justice Yitzhak Kahan. retired 
Supreme Court president and head 
of foe 1982 cormixKrion of inquiry 
into the Sabra and Shall Ho mas- 
sacres, died on Wednesday. Re- 
membrance Day. of a hear, a Hack zi 
Haifa’s Carmel Hospital- He was ^Z. 

Kahan’s only son. Eliezer. fei! at 
the Suez Canal during the War of 
Attrition. 

Justice Minister Moshe N'issim on 
Wednesday called Kahan one of 
Israel's greatest jurist, ar.d praised 
his contribution to Israeli law as 
“priceless.” 

The president. N'issim and Minis- 
ter Moshe Shahal. Supreme Court 
President Meir Shamsar and other 
justices followed Kahan - s funeral to 
Haifa's old Hof Hacarmel cemetery- 
yesterday. Kahan's brother. Po alei 
Agudat Yisrael leader Rabbi Dr. 
Kalman Kahan a. paid his last re- 
spects to the deceased, who had 
requested that there be no eulogies. 

Kahan was born in Lwow. Poland, 
in 1913. and completed his lau stu- 
dies at foe university there. He came 
to Eretz Yisrael in 1935 and re- 
mained in private practice until 
1950, when he was appointed to the 
Haifa Magistrate's Court. He be- 
came a Haifa District Court judge in 
1953. 

In October 1969 he w as appointed 
to foe Supreme Court. In May. 1982 
Kahan was sworn in as president of 
the Supreme Court to succeed Jus- 
tice Moshe Landau, who retired af- 
ter 42 years on the bench. Kahan 
retired in November, 19S3 and be- 
came head of foe Movement for a 
Better Israel. 

Kahan will be most remembered 
for his chairmanship of the Commis- 
sion on the massacres at the Beirut 
refugee camps of Sabra and Shari 11a 
during Rosh Hashana 1982. He also 
participated in numerous commit- 
tees for improving legal procedure. 
Recently he called for amending the 
law to allow for broader use of 
Jewish legal sources in legislation 
and judicial precedents. 

Speaking on Kol Yisrael on 
Wednesday reserve general Yona 
Efrat. who' also sat on the Sabra and 
Shatilla commission, praised Kahan 
for his humane attitude and his quiet 
and efficient manner. 

“Though he was not a military 
man,” Efrat said. “Kahan showed a 
quick grasp of foe most complicated 
military subjects.” 

Kahan is survived by his three 
daughters, grandchildren, his 
brother and two sisters. (A.Z.)

Armenians mark massacre

Shouting “Long live Armenia” 
and “Down with fascist Turkey.” 
members of Israel’s Armenian com- 
munity marked the 70th anniversary 
of the masacre of 1 .5 million of their 
people by the Turks on Wednesday.

The slogans, and placards that 
included images of submachine 
guns, were part of a procession in 
which most of the Armenian com- 
munity participated near the wall of 
the Old Citv of Jerusalem.

Speakers recalled the events 
which began when Armenian intel- 
lectual leaders in Istanbul were’ 
arrested on April 24, 1915. to be 
executed later.

Sharon speech sparks melee 
at Los Angeles synagogue

LOS ANGELES. - Between 40 and 
50 persons walked out at an Israel 
Remembrance Day memorial ser- 
vice at a Los Angeles synagogue on 
Tuesday evening when Ariel Sharon 
rose to address the all-Israeli audi- 
ence of 1.400. 

A brief flurry of fisticuffs broke 
out inside the Valley Beth Shalom 
sanctuary and continued in the hall- 
way outside after one protester 
shouted in Hebrew. -Sharon, go 
home.” The pushing and shoving 
was quickly broken up by security 
guards. 

The walkout appeared unorga- 
nized. Most of those who left said 
they had walked out spontaneously 
to express their opposition ro Shar- 
on’s policies and actions during foe 
Lebanon War. 

Most of the crowd, however, 
voiced indignation that the walkout 


had disturbed a service honouring 
the fallen of Israel's wars. “I’m 
shocked at their lack of respect.” 
said Efraim Gaviot. 

Earlier, in his position as minister 
of industry and trade, Sharon 
addressed an audience of abour 600 
at a dinner of the American-lsrael 
Chamber of Commerce. He pre- 
sented awards to 32 U.S. and Israeli 
companies for their contributions in 
promoting trade between the two 
countries.

Moscow invites wartime allies to parade 


MOSCOW. -The Soviet Union said 
vesterday it had invited its western 
wartime allies to attend a miltary 
parade to commemorate the defeat 
of Nazi Germany and accused 
Washington of falsifying the history 
of the period. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Vla- 
dimir Lomeiko gave details of the 
ceremonies at a news conference 
where be also read a letter from 
Kremlin chief Mikhail Gorbachev to 
mark the link-up of U.S. and Soviet 
troops on the Elbe River 40 years 
ago vesterday. 

Soviet plans for the May 9 
anniversary have posed a dilemma 
for the Western wartime allies. They 
are anxious to avoid endorsing the 
Soviet version of post-war events, 
mainlv directed against Washington, 
and, recently, the German Federal 
Republic. 

Lomeiko said Soviet ceremonies 
and invitations had been sent to the 
allies who participated in the anti- 


Hitler coalition. 

This was the first official word of 
the event, which was rehearsed by 
the Soviet army at night last week. 

Spokesmen for the U.S.. British 
and French embassies said they were 
not aware of anysuch invitations. 


KHARTOUM (AP). - A new, 
iargelv civilian government was 
sworn' in yesterday to administer 
Sudan under military control during 
a one-year transition to full civilian 

rule. , _ . 

Prime Minister Al-Gazouly 
Dafaallah. leader of the Sudanese 
Doctors' Union, and his 14 ministers 
held their first cabinet session mo- 
ments after taking an oath to lead the 
cou ntrv toward democracy . 

The oath-taking followed the first 
major foreign policy shift by Sudan s 
15-member military council, which 
overthrew president Ja’afar Numein 
in a bloodless coup on April 6. 

On Wednesday, Sudan and Libya 


restored diplomatic relations after a 
four-year break. A communique 
issued here and in Tripoli said the 
decision emphasized “the need to 
confront all the challenges and dan- 
gers of imperialism and Zionism 
aimed at the present and the future 
of the Arab nation.” 

The military council, which re- 
tained for itself sovereign and leg- 
islative powers, appointed the new 
cabinet last Monday. An attorney- 
general is to be appointed later. 

All cabinet members are civilians 
except for the Defence Mmster, 
Brigadier-General Osman Abdullah 
Mohammed, and the Interior Minis- 
ter. Police Gen. Abbas Medani. 


Meanwhile, some 20,000 people 
gathered in Torgau, East Germany, 
yesterday as American and Soviet 
World War H veterans marked the 
,40th anniversary of their link-up on 
the Elbe River. (Reuter, AP)

EVEN half an hour is a long time.

"The foreign 
tourist visiting Britain or America is 
in a different situation - he has to 
exercise patience. 

“I have been made to wait for an 
hour at Heathrow. In the Slates 
recently I was held up for only 20 
minutes at Boston, but my wife came 
later, and landed m New York. The 
“time that elapsed between the arrival 
of her plane and getting out of the 
terminal was an hour and a half." 

The difference in these countries 
is between the privileged locals and 
the mistrusted foreigners - but locals 
are not privileged in Israel. All 
have to fill in forms. All 
have to present those forms at 
passport control, where the inspec- 
tor checks that the questions have 
been properly answered and that the 
information tallies with the informa- 
tion on the passport. 

Is that really necessary? Cannot 
the authorities dispense with in- 
formation gathered at such incon- 
venience? Delaying the Israelis 
means delaying the foreign holiday- 
makers, which is undesirable if we 
want to outbid competitor nations 
for the tourists' patronage. 

Kahana shakes his head: "Amer- 
ica pays dearly for its casual 
methods. Foreigners slip into the 
country in large numbers without 
permission. We can't allow 
ourselves the luxury. 

“But there is another remedy." I 
look enquiringly. He explains:

Ail pass- 
ports have to be re-printed with a 
code. That has been done in Ger- 
many. but not elsewhere. So Ger- 
man’ nationals can use the optical 
scanner, but foreigners can't, be- 
cause they don't have the necessary 
coded formula. 

"You vourself say that other coun- 
tries often don’t bother to examine 
the passports of their own nationals 
closely. There is not much point in 
saving processing-time for travellers 
whose passportsaren’t processed." 

Most countries are waiting, it 
appears, for concerted international 
action to re-print passports world- 
wide, before undertaking the ex- 
pense of mechanizing their own con- 
trol system. 

But Israel could do it just for its 
own citizens, because local passports 
are inspected like foreign passports, 
and any shortening of processing- 
time for Israelis would mean shorter 
waiting-time for everybody. 
Moreover, nationals of those coun- 
tries that do. as time goes on, issue 
re-printed passports - and Germany 
already - could utilize the system in 
Israel. 

So what is the holdup? Cost. a> 
usual. The innovation can be com- 
pleted in two years’ time - if the 
budget is made available. But the 
Treasury won’t release the cash. 
Kahana’ fears. “We are talking of 
something like S3.5m.” He suspects 
that in these hard times there may be 
more important things to. do with 
such a large sum.

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PUNDITS are bracing themselves 
for lightning to strike in the wake of 
the little-publicized Modiln Bzrahi 
poll commissioned by the Herut 
leadership among Likud voters. The 
poll revealed Deputy Premier and 
Housing Minister David Levy with 
41 .8 per cent, as “our best electoral 
asset" after the party's founder, ex- 
Premier Menacfaem Begin. Down 
near the bottom, with 8.3 per cent, 
was Herut’s number one, Vice 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir. 

Levy was followed by Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, 
whom 22.7 per cent of Herutniks 
considered the party's trump card, 
while Minister without Portfolio 
Moshe Arens placed third, with a 9. 2 
per cent rating. 

This poll has already injected 
fighting spirit into the supporters of 
Levy and Sharon, with the battle for 
the party leadership expected to be- 
gin in earnest once the Histadrut 
elections are out of the way. We may 
then expect a bloody internal elec- 
tion struggle to commence, with 
Shamir doing his best to cling on 
until the Premiership rotates to him. 

Shamir, it is said, is doing his best 
not to rack the grand coalition boat. 
Some of those in the know even 
claim he would never have allowed 
himself to be propelled into his inept 
exercise in brinkmanship over the 
controversial Cairo trip of Minister 
without Portfolio Ezer Weizman had 
it not been for his belligerent deputy 
minister. Ronnie Milo, and Bureau 
Chief Yosef Ben- Aharon breathing 
so heavily down his neck. 

Of course, there are those who

Aaron, their father, was stunned. 
Moses, the boys’ uncle, undoubtedly 
was also pained at the sight. He 
announces that the lives of the young 
princes were taken because of 
wrongful deeds. He orders the de- 
dication celebrations to continue 
and delegates Elazar and Itbamar. 
the younger brothers of the de- 
ceased, to go ahead with the cere- 



For generations to come there 
would still be discussions as to what 
actually was the sin committed by 
Nadab and Abibu for which they 
paid with their lives. Has they en- 
tered the sanctuary while drunk - a 
cardinal offence in the Israelite sanc- 
tuary? This was an essential differ- 
ence between the Israelite and the 
pagan places of worship, where 
drunkenness and fornication were 
often part of th : ritual. Or had they 
entered parts of the sanctuary “off 
limits” for them, the boly of holies? 

Some sages in the Midrash sug- 
gested that Nadab and Abihu died 
not because of any particular misbe- 
haviour that day, but because of 
their attitude towards the high office, 
they held. 

The procession leading to the 
tabernacle was headed bv Moses and 


Aaron, immediately followed by 
Nadab and Abihu, and only then the 
other priests and Levites, followed 
by the rest of the Israelites. Seeing 
this, the young men presumably 
were filled with conceit and ambition 
and said to each other (one rabbi 
says they only thought so in their 
beans): pretty soon those two old 
guys will be dead, and we shall take 
over. They were too impatient to 
wait their turn and showed it. Said 
the Lord to them: “Boast not thyself 
of tomorrow” (Proverbs 27:1). Did 
you hear about “the young colts 
whose skins became rugs on their 
mothers' backs?” 

Rabbi Levi, a third century 
Palestinian sage says they died be- 
cause of the pain they caused those 
young girls who anticipated mar- 
rying them. In their inflated egos, 
Nadab and Abihu prefened bache- 
lorhood to nice, eligible maidens. 
They said: “Look at us, our unde on 
our father's side is king, and on 
mother's side, chief of his tribe 
(Nahshon); our father is the high 
priest, and we ourselves are the 
highly esteemed deputies to the high 
priest. Where is there a young 
woman who merits marrying us?” 


Where did their arrogance lead 
them? The answer is to be found in 
the book of Psalms (78:63): “Fire 
devoured their young men (why? 
because:) their maidens had no mar- 
riage song."

DESPITE the death of Nadab and 
Abihu, the dedication of the 
tabernacle and life went on. but 
surely, it was uot the same. The 
catastrophe left its imprint on future 
events. The fact float there v.-as a 
holocaust on the day of the dedica- 
tion of the sanctuary could not be 
passed over unnoticed. Life would 
indeed go on even after the holo- 
caust, but would never be the same. 
Business, yes, but not as usual. A 
lesson many Jewish ideologies and 
organizations have not learned un- 
fortunately even after the Holocaust 
that befell our people in our own 
day. 

The Lord spoke unto Moses after 
the death of the two sons of Aaron, 
when they drew near before the 
Lord and died" (Leviticus 16:1). 

“After the death of the two sons of 
Aaron” is not written merely to 
mark the time when the Lord spoke 
to Moses. It marks the watershed 
between the “before” and the “af- 
ter” of the ominous event. 

Their death, and. in fact, the 
death of anyone dear to us. should 
not leave us cold and indifferent. We 
should not try to overlook or sup- 
press it. The Tara and halachic laws 
of mourning teach us that death must 
be taken realistically, without either 
self-deception or glorification; that 
we must not only learn to live with it, 
bat also Jeara from it whai we can. . 

Facing death, we must not be 
■shocked into brooding self-pity or 
futile anger, but ask ourselves, what 
Rabbi Soloveitchik calls, “the 
halachic question,” namely, now 
that it happened, that it is a fact, as 
gloomy a fact as it is, where do 1 go 
from here? What am I supposed tf 
do now?

statement of nearly three years ago, 
Shultz rejected the notion of a return 
to the pre-1967 fines. He said the 
U.S. would also “insist on Israel’s 
. right to exist in peace behind secure 
and recognized borders.'* And he 
quoted Reagan as having said in 
1982: “In the pre-1967 borders, Israel 
was barely 10 miles wide at its nar- 
rowest point. The bulk of Israel’s 
population lived within artillery 
range of hostile Arab armies. 1 am 
not about to ask Israel to five that 
way again.” Rogers, of course, had 
spoken of only minor border mod- 
ifications. . 

Shultz said the U.S. “stands firmly 
behind that solemn commitment” to 
' Israel made by Reagan although in a 
separate section of Ms speech, he 
also rejected any notion of Israel’s 
permanently controlling Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. “We will support 
a negotiated settlement by whidi the 
■ - Palestinian people can idneve the£r- 
' •tegffiiriatfe rights antf just ' ifeqrare^ 
incuts,” he said,' using language first 
accepted by Israel In the 1978 Camp 
David Accords. “We will not sup- 
port the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state in the. West 
Bank and Gaza, nor will we support 
annexation or permanent control by 
- Israel.” . . . 

The focus of Shultz’s remarks on 
the peace process involved the need 


for direct Arab-Israeli negotiations. 
He was roundly applauded, for ex- 
ample. when he declared: “The only 
way to achieve a genuine, lasting 
peace is through direct negotiations 
between the Arab states and Israel. 
No other procedures can substitute. 
No other approach will get any- 
where. No further plans or prelimi- 
naries axe needed. There is one and 
only one place to negotiate - at the 
table, face to face.” 

SHULTZ, of course, referred to 
U.S. support for Israel. He called 
Israel “a vital strategic ally in an 
important part of the world.” He 
later insisted that the U.S. was “a 
permanent, steadfast, and unshak- 
able ally of the State of Israel/’ He 
pledged continued economic and 
mifitaiy support as well as “our votes 
at the UN and our efforts for peace.” 

. “We have learned many impor- 
; t«nt lessons tiver Ihe years ' he. con - r 
pmied. “One of them is that a 
strong, visible, and permanent 
American commitment to Israel 
offers the best hope for peace," be 
said. “The history of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict shows, without ques- 
tion, that movement in the peace 
process can only come when there is 
no donbt of our commitment to 
Israel... There arc no military op- 
tions. There are no terrorist options. 


The only path to progress, justice, 
and peace :n the Middle East is that 
of direct negotiations." 

He praised Egypt's President Hos- 
tri Mubarak and Jordan's King Hus- 
sein for taking some recent steps in 
the right direction. At the same 
time, he urged Palestinian leaders to 
abandon their obdurate policies of 
the past. “How ironic and tragic it 
is... that those who claim to act on 
behalf of the Palestinians have con- 
tinued to block negotiations - the 
only course that can achieve a just 
settlement for the Palestinians.'* 

The secretary had an important 
ally in makin g many of these same 
points this past week in the person of 
Abba Eban. chairman of the Knes- 
set Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee. As usual. Eban dazzled 
his various audiences in Washing- 
ton. especially at the Aipac gather- 
ing. He spoke there for nearly one 
hour. There were more than 1 .OOCT 
people packed in the hall at the 
Crystal City Hyatt Regency Hotel. 
But hardly a soul stirred let alone 
actually moved about as be delivered 
a rousing presentation in defence of 
strong U.S. -Israeli ties, the need for 
more U.S. aid. and a revived peace 
process with the Arabs. 

Perhaps even more impressively, 
Eban went from the Aipac conven- 
tion ro the American Enterprise In- 
stitute. a prestigious Washington 
“think tank." where he was the guest 
of honour at a luncheon. It was. in 
many respects, a tougher audience 
to please. Some of Washington's 
best known Middle East experts 
were on hand to greet him. including 
former National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski. former Middle 
East envoys Philip Habib and 
Robert Strauss, former Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold Saunders, 
former U.S. Ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia Robert Neumann, former 
U.S. Ambassador to Jordan Ricbard 
Viets. Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
State Robert Pelletreau and many 
scholars, government officials and 
journalists. 

Yet Eban's unique use of the En- 
glish language as well as his particu- 
lar analysis of the threat facing Israel 
did wonders in promoting Israel's 
overall image among this elite group 
of American public opinion moul- 
ders. 

WHETHER one agrees or disagrees 
with him. there is little doubt that he 
is still Israel's most effective spokes- 
man in the U.S. Minister without . 
Portfolio Mosbe Arens, who was in 
Washington earlier in the month and 
whose views on many of these same 
issues are. of course, quite different, 
ranks second. Both men, in their 
own ways, have proved that they can 
have a remarkable impact in affect- 
ing Americans and their views about 
’fartfel. ' : 

There .rill certainly be occasional 
differences between the U.S. and 
Israeli governments. But the level 
of warmth expressed this past week 
suggested that the two countries 
agree on so much more than they 
disagree. It was a good way to cele- 
brate Israel’s birthday.

A matter of 
convention

BY THE TEMPORARY transfer 
across its own border of the de- 
tainees from the Ansar camp in 
South Lebanon. Israel is alleged to 
have violated the Fourth Geneva 
Convention, of which it is a signa- 
tory. However. Israel has neither 
accepted nor rejected its applicabil- 
ity to the territories occupied in the 
Six Day War. or to the part of 
Lebanon it has held. The sole Israeli 
undertaking has been to act within 
the spirit of the Convention. 

The “Geneva Convention Rela- 
tive to the Protection of Civilian 
Persons in Time of War of August 
12. 1949" derived mainly from the 
grim experience of Nazi-occupied 
Europe. It has never been applied 
anywhere in the world. To bring it 
into operation for the first time in 
territories Israel has occupied would 
raise difficult issues of interpretation 
and of adjustment to circumstances 
that have nothing in common with 
the brutal excesses of the Third 
Reich. 

It may be debatable, for instance, 
whether moving the Ansar detainees 
is contrary to the strict letter of the 
convention. But. clearly, what those 
who framed it had in mind was the 
horror of the mass deportation of 
subjugated peoples by the Nazis for 
slave labour elsewhere and exter- 
mination in the death camps. 

What possible analogy could there 
be between that and the temporary 
removal to Israel of detained terror- 
ists who could, if they were pre- 
maturely turned loose, resume their 
attacks on the withdrawing Israel 
forces? Certainly, nothing in that 
precautionary measure is contrary to 
the spirit of the Convention. 

What its title fails to convey is that 
the Convention tries to maintain an 
uneasy balance between the protec- 
tion of the occupied and the author- 
ity of the occupier. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the 2949 Convention also gave due 
weight to the responsibilities and 
rights of the occupying power. In 
general, it is entitled to subject the 
population to measures essential to 
maintain orderly government and 
ensure its own state security, and 
that of its soldiers and administra- 
tors. 

Among the specific provisions are 
the right to detam anjj persons sus- 
'pected 'of “hostile activity^*’ and to : 
remove local officials from ' their 
posts. These powers are sweeping 
and ill-defined. 

IN STAMPING out terrorism and 
clamping down on incitement in the 
territories, Israel has fait obliged 
from time to time to take unpalat- 
able measures. In doing so, the au- 
thorities have used their own 
pragmatic judgement as to what was 


needed to ensure orderly adminis- 
tration and security. 

The question arises whether Judea 
and Samaria and the Gaza Strip are 
occupied territories at ail in the 
meaning of the Convention. 
Apparently they are not. for the 
document concerns occupied terri- 
tory belonging to one of the signa- 
tory states. 

The Gaza Strip does not belong to 
any state, nor does the West Bank, 
for its annexation by Jordan after the 
Palestine Mandate’ never received 
international recognition. 

That is borne out by the Camp 
David accords, which lump together 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
treating them as residual pieces of 
Palestine territory whose future des- 
tiny remains to be decided by nego- 
tiation. As for Jerusalem, nobody 
expects an Israeli government to 
concede that any part of the city is 
occupied territory, whatever UN re- 
solutions may hold. 

A final point on Lebanon: Israel is 
on its way out. and in a short while 
Syria will be the only occupying 
power in that unhappy country. 

After the Six Day War. the acting 
president of tbe International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross (ICRC) 
came to Jerusalem to persuade the 
government that the Convention 
should be applied under the supervi- 
sion of the ICRC. acting as the 
protecting power that is provided for 
in it. 

He failed to overcome Israel's - 
reservations, or to convince the 
Israelis with whom he spoke that the 
ICRC would withstand tbe heavy 
pressures that would be applied to it 
to denounce Israeli policies in the 
territories. 

In practice, the Red Cross has 
good working relations with the 
Israel military authorities concern- 
ing the treatment of detainees and 
regular visits to them. This coopera- 
tion is outside the framework of the 
convention. 

SINCE THE convention has not 
been in force in the territories, what 
assurance has there been that the 
Israeli administration would be 
humane and decent? 

The safeguards have lain In certain 
intangibles: in the built-in restraints 
of a democratic and civilized society: 
'm the humanistic values of Judaism 
and in the yearning for eventual 
peace with the Arab world. 

But. in the nature of things, 
occupation is unnatural and unheal- 
thy for all concerned. Indefinitely 
prolonged, it is bound to become 
increasingly repressive for the occu- 
pied and demoralizing for the occu- 
pier.

The film began innocuously 
enough. A young woman resembling 
Martina Navratilova enters a hospit- 
al and is given the full introductory 
treatment by as tough a nurse as ever 
used a thermometer as a whip. We 
soon surmise that the patient has 
come for an abortion. The fun really 
starts when she begins to converse 
with her roommate, a wise-cracking 
married woman who wants to have a 
baby, after having her abortion at 
13. Her description of what is hap- 
pening to her innards, under the 
weird and wonderful treatments de- 
signed to make her as fertile as a 
rabbit, was so funny that she had me 
in tears. ' 

I HAVE proposed before that we 
should have awards, d la the Oscars 
and Emmys, for the worst films 
made each year. Master of the Came, 
judging from the episode I saw this 
week, would be my nomination for 


worst actuqfmany serial. 

Get this straight - 1 am not being 
supercilious and sneering about soap 
operas. On the contrary, I enjoy a 
good soap opera as modi as any 
American housewife anchored to 
her kitchen and the second TV set on 
the wall. But a film has to be made 


with integrity, with a conviction that 
it is worth making: within its own 
definition of its objectives, it has to 
strive to be as good as possible. 

An example of a good soap opera 
was Rich Man. Poor Mat i. which had 
just as much incident as Matter of the 
Came, but nevertheless included 
efforts to build up characters and to 
give an impression of honest effort 
and pride in doing one’s job. Master 
of the Game seems to have been 
cursorily put together between 
yawns by a gang of cynics . 

There was one very ninny scene. 
The Scottish billionaire, who has 
married the girl he seduced as an act 
of vengeance against her father, sud- 
denly develops a savage desire for 
her. Although they are living in a 
mansion obviously full of large and 
comfortable beds, he throws her on 
the floor and they go at each other 
like lust-maddened animals. 

Millions of lovers around the 
world spend tbeir romantic houis 
searching for a place where they can 
make love - a river-bank, the back 
seat of a car. a beach, but. best of all. 
a bed, so the waste of all those beds 
in the Macgregor mansion seemed to 
be positively sinful. 

The end of the episode intrigued 
me, because there was an interesting 
point of law. Macgregor's will 
named his son as sole heir, but that 
son had been murdered before Mac- 
gregor's death by justifiably venge- 
ful blacks, so the plutocrat died 
intestate. I gather that the picture 
depicted a South African diamond 
town at the end of the last century or 
the beginning of this one. If my 
memory serves me right, the South 
African intestacy at that time made 
no provision for a wife to inherit, so 
the whole estate should have gone to 
Macgregor's ghiliie relations back in 
bonny Scotland. 

Certainly his unborn child, whom 
she is carrying so triumphantly in her 
womb as a consequence of that floor 
orgy, could have no claim whatsoev- 
er. 

While I detested Master of the 
Game . I really enjoyed The A-Team. 
which achieves exactly what it sets 
out to do. There is sufficient humour 
and tongue-in-cheek self-mockery to 
ensure that the feats of the incredible 
squad need not be taken too serious- 
ly. The stuntmen working on this 
series must be the best in the world. I 
have never seen such terrific car 
crashes and other catastrophes. 

THE ONLY indigenous product I 
saw was TTie End of the Road, a 
remarkable record of the period be- 
tween the end of World War D and 
the establishment of the state. It was 
done with great sincerity and skill, 
and included some absorbing inter-

Tel Aviv arcade fire 

SEVENTEEN persons, trapped 
in the Hod arcade in Td Aviv yester- 
day evening when the passage filled 
with smoke from a restaurant fire 
were all rescued by firemen. No one 
was hurt, and the fire, which broke 
out in the Houmous Hod restaurant . 
on the second floor of the arcade, 
was extinguished before it could 


spread. 

The fire apparently started when 
' cooking oil for making french fried 
potatoes splashed into flames. 

Four held in murder case 

FOUR RESIDENTS of East Jeru- 
salem were remanded on Wednes- 
day in connection with the murder in 
February of Alice Cohen, a resident 
of a shelter for bartered women in 
the capital. Her body was found in 
an empty lot near Mandelbaum 
Gate. 

Khalil Fu'az. 23. of Sheikh Jarah. 
who is suspected of the murder, was 
ordered held for 15 days. The three 
others, suspected of acting as accom- 
plices and destroying evidence . were 
ordered held for shorter periods.

sceptical. "The SLA won’t survive. 
We’ll be back before we know it.’’ he 
predicted. 

The Lebanese kept off the roads 
during the withdrawal. The few cars 
that ventured out progressed in short 
hops, as soldiers stopped and sear- 
ched them every few metres. One 
car stalled and was unable to res tan. 
The soldiers who had done the ques- 
tioning pushed until the car sput- 
tered and started. The driver waved 
and drove on. to be stopped a short 
distance later. 

Fifteen kilometres north of Mar- 
jayoun. Israeli flags fluttered from 
tanks and armoured personnel car- 
riers as crew members honked their 
horns, sounded sirens and occa- 
sionally threw red. green and grey 
smoke grenades while passing the 
Y-shaped junction near Ras 
Rashaya on Wednesday, in the 
largest deployment in the multi- 
staged withdrawal. 

They had just left places that had 
become household names during the 
nearly three years of occupation - 
Jebel Baroukh. Lake Karoun. Anik 
and Kafr Kook. This junction, which 
they named "Tsomet Hamayim” - 
the water junction - had become an 
important landmark. Here soldiers 
bad waited for hitchhikes borne. 

The barriers that were so familiar 
to them had been removed, and in a 
few hours the remaining evidence of 
Israeli presence here were to be just 
earthen mounds and jjaffitti written 
in black on a stone wall: "Shalom. 
_ and let us not meet again.” 

The withdrawal reduced the num- 
ber of Israeli troops in Lebanon, a 
spokesman told reporters. The large 
force reflected the eye-ball to eye- 
ball deployment of the Syrians and 
Israelis who in some places were 
only 100 metres apart. 

Now, with the pullback to an arc- 
shaped line some nine kilometres 
north of Hasbaya in the east and 
within six kms. of Lake Karoun 
further west. Israel is 30 to 40 kms. 
from the Syrian troops. 

Israel has given np the 
strategic Jebel Baroukb. wnich gave 
it a view of the Syrian-controlled 
Bekaa and was just a few kilometres 
from the Beirut-Damascus road; in 
another area it was just 22 kms. from 
Damascus.

But the impression from military 
experts was that the withdrawal has 
been no real loss. The previous situa- 
tion would have required the IDF to 
rely on long and narrow routes to 
rush forces if needed to rebuff a 
Syrian assault. The Syrians, on the 
other hand, were close to their cen- 
tres. Nor did the IDF presence, 
within artillery range of Damascus, 
seem to have the desired impact on 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

Some sources began to describe 
the area as a liability rather than an 
asset, and (he withdrawal is consi- 
dered to have helped reduce the 
chances that a local conflagration 
would escalate into war - even if 
neither side really wanted it. 

Israel is concerned, however, that 
the Syrians may advance to take 
advantage of the vacuum and is 
poised to meet such a development. 
But late yesterday there were no 
reports of any Syrian moves. 

Instead. Lebanese units belonging 
to the First Brigade, which is under 
Syrian influence, moved in shortly 
after the IDF withdrawal. At one 
village, residents went to the high- 
way' waving Lebanese and Syrian 
flags to welcome the Arab troops. 
"They will probably throw rice at 
them, the way they welcomed us,” 
an IDF officer commented wryly. 

The withdrawal has brought to an 
end nearly two months of intensive 
work involving some 450 trucks a 
day. the head of the IDF Logistics 
Branch Aluf Kaim Erez told repor- 
ters. It involved dismantling 40 to 60 
positions and outposts and many 
camps, and blowing up thonsandrof 
mines that had first been planted in 
the Sinai, removed when Israel 
handed it back to Egypt, and then 
laid here. 

According to Engineering Corps 
chief Tat- Aluf Yehuda Cohen, his 
men used tons of explosives to des- 
troy tunnels built into the hills to 
serve as srorage dumps when the 
French ruled the area. Blowing up 
one of the tunnels required more , 
than eigbr rons of explosives because 
it was topped by more than 30 metres 
of rock, he said. 

Shortly before the withdrawal. 
Israeli officers bade farewell to 
Christian. Druse and Moslem village 
representatives . A helicopter flying 
overhead dropped leaflets advising 


the populace not to cooperate with 
terrorists. 

The soldiers were told of the exact 
timing of the withdrawal only the 
night before - and for some it was a 
restive night. 

The night was thus punctuated by 
bursts "of machine-gun and 
automatic-weapons fire. The local 
commander said it was directed at 
passing cars that approached the 
troops closely. In one instance, the 
troops shot at a motorcycle driver 
fearing he might be a suicide driver. 

The final order for withdrawal was 
given at 5:57a.m. bv O/C Northern 
Command Aluf On Orr. 

A 175mm artillery unit near Jebel 
Baroukh drove out early, wirhout 
raising flags, so as not to attract the 
attention of possible attackers. 

But once they arrived at the junc- 
tion. thev stopped the convoy and 
raised the flags. A brigadier-general 
on the scene urged them on but the 
unit's commander said the men 
wanted to leave in a dignified man- 
ner. 

At 10:30 helicopters landed on 
Jebel Baroukh and airlifted the re- 
maining 30 soldiers, who had 
guarded it and kept an eye on the 
Syrians. 

Then the Druse took over, but 
some believed the Syrians would 
eventually be in real control. 

The general atmosphere seemed 
much more relaxed than at Nabatiya 
a fortnight ago, when the IDF evacu- 
ated that area ■’ - .... 

Then" Tearihg'^emila “attacks!? 
sombre-faced soldiers kept their 
hands on the machine guns' cocking 
handles ready to blaze away. This 
time, many seemed to take advan- 
tage of their last chance to look at the 
landscape. 

There was fairly little talk of get- 
ting out of danger among the men 
here. ’Tve been here for a year and 
haven't been involved in any 
clashes," one tank men said. In- 
stead. men seemed to be tired of 
being here. “It’s about time ” a 
lieutenant-co'i-rcl ede : ’. 

However, a mechanic. Eli Azarza 
of Beersheba. wore on the canvas 
on his command car: "When I die, 
IH go to heaven. I've already been 
through hell."

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IN 1902. Theodor Heral and his 
followers set up the Anglo- Palestine 
Bank in London, as a subsidiary of 
the Jewish Colonial Trust. Its task 
was to serve as the financial arm of 
the Zionist movement. 

Half a century later, after the 
founding of the State of Israel, the 
London office found itself a mere 
subsidiary of the now-renamed Bank 
Leumi, a rapidly growing Tel Aviv- 
based operation. The new reality 
took time to filter through, like so 
many things in England, but even- 
tually AngJo-Palestine became just 
plain Bank Leumi (UK). It was, 
however, still the only Israeli bank in 
London. 

Only in the ’70s, when Ya'acov 
Levinson tapped the latent financial 
muscle of Bank Hapoalim to chal- 
lenge Leumi abroad as well as at 
home, did a second Israeli bank 
open its doors in England. 
Hapoalim's example of making Lon- 
don the first foreign base was later 
followed by First International; Dis- 
count and Mizrachi preferred the 
road to New York, turning to 
Europe only later. 

This historical background goes 
some way in explaining why the aims 
and activities of the other banks are 
quite different from those of Leumi. 
It is not the whole story - that much 
is clear from the fact that the same 
difference in approach is evident in 
the U-S. as well. But the fact remains 
that Bank Leumi (UK) - as the 
original AngJo-Palestine became in 
1971 - is a quite distinct part of the 
sprawling Leumi empire, with its 
roots going much deeper into the 
local soil than any of its local Israeli 
rivals or, for that matter, than any 
Israeli bank anywhere. 

In the last decade, Leumi (UK) 
adopted a new strategy that has 
taken it still further away from the 
straight and narrow path of ; 
Hapoalim and the other Israeli • 
banks in England. It is now aggres- , 
sively seeking the small and medium 
customers the other banks eschew. It 
is doing so by opening branch after 
branch on suburban high-streets - in 
Jewish areas, as might be expected - 
and aggressively promoting itself 
and its services to almost the entire 
Jewish population. 

The epitome of this approach is 
Leumi (UK)’s Sunday banking. It 
is the only bank in England to offer 
this^ and the convenience this 
affords people, even if there are only 
two-and-a-half business hours, has 
attracted many clients, more than 
justifying the extra expenses in- 
volved - notably in wage costs. 

It has become routine to see 
prosperous suburban Jews, dressed 
in their Sunday casual-wear, making 
their way to or from the delicatessen 
and stopping off at their Leumi 
branch to transact business. Bagels, 
smoked salmon and mazel-iov gift 
cheques. .. 

THK^AmOACH. '^eiTretail 
banking, is unique to Leumi among 
the Israeli banks, but is by no means 
so among foreign banks in London. 
Talcing the large community of 
American banks as an example, one 
sees Gtibank, now the largest U.S. 
bank, adopting an extreme form of 
retailing so successfully that it was 
recently accepted into the small 
group of clearing banks in London, 
becoming the first foreign bank to 
join that select club and the first 
bank of any sort to do so in almost 
200 years. In other words. Citibank 
is 'taking on Barclays. Midland and 
the resi in a head-on dash on their 
own home turf. 

Other American banks will tell 
you, off the record, that they think 
Citibank is plain crazy. On the re- 
cord. they phrase things more polite- 
ly, calling into question the business 
rationale underlying the retail 
approach, and openly doubting the 
wisdom of antagonizing the “locals" 
in ihis gross manner. Both Bank of 
America and Chase, to take just two 
examples, are quite happy with their 
traditional “wholesale" strategy, 
and have no desire ro follow Citi- 
bank in its adventures. 

The same split, centring on the 
same arguments, exists among the 
Israeli banks, even though they 
obviously are much smaller. The 
most charitable thing to be heard 
about Leumi from the others is along 
the lines of "if they're happy with it, 
good luck to them." 

Amazingly enough, not only does 
Leumi loudly proclaim its happiness 
but the results do nothing to under- 
mine its claims. AH the banks had a 
good to excellent year in their va- 
rious overseas operations, and Lon- 

A FRENCH CANADIAN woman

Jolly good 
business 

The Jerusalem Post’s Pinhas Landau discovers how 
Israeli banking has reached the British high street 
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don was no exception. How much 
profit their units made is not readily 
available from banks tike Hapoalim, 
whose London offices are branches 
of Tel Aviv and do not publish 
separate results. Leumi (UK), 
however, is a separate company, 
registered on the London Stock Ex- 
change. It announced 1984 net pro- 
fits up 15 per cent to £320.000 after it 
had first made large transfers to 
reserves. In fact, the bank apparent- 
ly made profits several times that 
amount, but preferred to “hide** 
them. 

None of this proves that the profits 
are coming from retail activity. But 
David Efrima, the Jerusalemite who 
has been Leumi (UK) general- 
manager for rhe past two years, is 
adamant that the policy of going 
after customers is working well. In 
fact, he is looking down the road to 
more branches, and not only in Lon- 
d 

ORIGINALLY, Leumi operated a 
single branch in the City, the famous 
financial district. In the mid- 
Seventies the centre of activities 
moved to the new West End branch, 
just off Oxford Street, with manage- 
ment moving there as well. After this 
initial expansion. Leumi moved 
swiftly to build up a new network of 
brandies in the London suburbs with 
■the highest Jewish population densi- 
ty - Golders Green, Ilford and then 
Edgware. Intensive market research 
search precedes each decision to 
open a new branch, says Efrima. 

The next stage was a move north, 
when Leumi opened a representa- 
tive office in Leeds, which was up- 
graded last year to branch status. 
Why Leeds, with its 22,000-scrong 
Jewish community, rather than 
Manchester, the centre of business 
in the nonh of England and a place 
with a much large and more vibrant 
Jewish community? The plain 
answer is that Hapoalim beat Leumi 
to Manchester, and although it was 
not interested in the high-street busi- 
ness. it forced Leumi to either go 
elsewhere or appear to be tagging 
along. Leumi, not surprisingly, went 
elsewhere. 

Now. Efrima and his staff are 
planning their next moves. On the 
drawing-board are plans for more 
London branches (Kenton is top of 
the list) and forays north (Manches- 
ter after all. but (he Jewish suburb 
rather than the town centre) and 
south (Brighton, a sea-side retire- 
ment home for large numbers of 
well-heeled Jews from all over Bri- 
tain). Efrima is even prepared ro 
cross the border and plant his flag in 
Glasgow. 
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There is, however, one snag in this 
expansion programme; money. New 
branches cost money - rather more 
than Leumi (UK)’ can generate 
quickly from current profits, good 
though they may be. The alternative 
is to raise" the money through in- 
creasing the bank's capital - but 
how? 

The Bank of Israel is not disposed 
to allow the Israeli parent to transfer 
precious foreign currency out of the 
country. A rights issue on the Lon- 
don stock exchange is equally prob- 
lematic. since the great bulk of the 
shares are held by Leumi Tel Aviv 
and the money would, once again, 
have to come from Israel. 

What remains is the possibility of 
increasing the role of local investors 
by allowing them to buy into Leumi 
(UK). At present only 8 per cent of 
the equity ts locally held. 

Efrima is reluctant to discuss the 
matter of increasing the banks' capit- 
al. something which it is under press- 
ure to do from the Bank of England . 
quite unconnected with further ex- 
pansion plans. Indeed, these must 
remain a dead letter unless and until 
a way is found to alleviate the shor- 
tage of capital, Efrima will only say 
that all the possibilities are being 
weighed, and no derisions have yer 
been reached. 

Is Tel Aviv reluctant to see its 
stake reduced by a local private 
placement, or is it unwilling to create 
a precedent by going this route? 
Whatever the iase. the tough new 
policy of the Bank of England re- 
garding capital requirements will 
force a derision fairly sewn. 

FOR Hapoalim. which as two bran- 
ches in London, as well as the one in 
Manchester, the capital adequacy 
problem does not arise. As a branch 
of Hapoalim B.M. in Tel Aviv, it is 
no different, in this respect, from 
any other branch in, say, Netanya or 
Eiiat. The capital: assets ratio of 
Bank Hapoalim as a whole may be 
insufficient in the eyes of foreign 
central banks, but (here is nothing 
that the English branches can do 
about that. 

For Yossi Dauber, the Hapoalim 
"regional" manager in England, this 
status hzs advantages and'disadvan- 
tases. True, the lack of a local capital 
constraint allows him greater flex- 
ibility in considering large loans and 
other business, because they are set 
against the much larger capital base 
of the parent rather than the n 2 now 
base of a local subsidiary . Bu* being 
a branch has drawbacks, ten?. The 
degree of authority allowed branch 
managers, even overseas, is diffe- 
rent in both quantity and quality 


Legacy ofloathing

Her view of French Quebec society 
as inherently anti-Semitic comes in 
marked contrast to those prop- 
ounded by leading members of both 
communities: "Jews are well off in 
Quebec." >ays Herbert Marx, a 
Quebec Liberal Party member of the 
National Assembly. 

Arthur Hiesse of the Eastern 
Canadian branch of the B'nai Brit's 
League of Human Rights declares 
that "the image of Quebec as anti- 
Semitic is basically incorrect.” 

•There are certainly politicians in 
the Parti Quebecois ( CQ) and also in 
the Quebec Liberal Party whom I'd 
call blatantly anti-Semitic,'* say’s 
Canadian Jewish Congress president 
Bernard Finestone. "But things to- 
day are better than they've ever been 
here, and they're going to get bet- 
ter. *' 

"Quebec Jews have a tendency to 
translate ardent nationalisms into 
anti-Semitism,’’ says the former Par- 
ti Quebecois liaison with the Mon- 
treal Jewish community, Evelyn 


Dumas. “But with the passage of 
time, most Jews have found that 
their fears w ere unfounded." 

FILIATRAL'LT, a schcc! teacher 
with a passion for history, says she 
was 20 when she saw the first person 
she could discern as a Jew, a Hassid 
she saw on a bus. Intrigued by his 
bizarre appeararce, Ftiiatrauit be- 
gan learning about Jews and the 
Holocaust. Within her family circle, 
among her friends and in school, 
there was only silence. FiliatrauU 
studied not oniy history, but began 
to learn Yiddish and Hebrew-. She 
took up a position in a Jewish day 
school. And she befriended Sylvia 
Wiener, a Holocaust survivor living 
in Montreal. 

In J979 she persuaded Wiener !0 
revisit the death camps together with 
her. When they returned, Filiatrauit 
turned the memories the visit stirred 
in Wiener, and her own confronta- 
tion with facts her contemporaries 
refused to face, into a book. 


from that of a manger of an 
independently-operating subsidiary. 
Ln many respects, it is a different job. 

Different I again is the role of a 
representative of a foreign bank. i.e. 
the manager of an office that seeks 
out business! for its parent but does 
nor do any itself. These "rep offices" 
are usually .preludes to a bank re- 
questing ftifi or semi-branch status 
and beginning to take deposits and* 
then give loans. Sometimes, though, 
the bank will be satisfied with rep 
office status and not expand its op- 
eration further. 

Such was the attitude of Israel 
Discount Bank towards London, 
and Europe generally, for a very 
longtime. Its London representative 
maintained a very low-key presence, 
so low-key that most people weren’t 
aware of its existence. Recently, 
however. Discount's management 
has decided belatedly to recognize 
London as a financial centre after 
all. 

Instead of sending one of its own 
men for a stint as manager of the 
London rep office, as it had done 
hitherto, the bank sought and found 
the services of an experienced local 
man with a broad banking back- 
ground. Moshe Kahtan. formerly of 
the Trade Development Bank, has 
been assigned the task of raising 
Discount's profile in the internation- 
al banking community in London. 
Almost his first move was to move - 
to transfer the office from its niche in 
the Discount Overseas Bank, across 
the road from the U.S. Embassy in 
Grosvenor Square, to the more re- 
levant milieu of the City. (Discount 
Overseas is a Swiss-based private 
bank owned by the Recanati family, 
bat with no direct connection to 
Israeli banking. It has often been 
speculated that its existence was the 
reason for Israel Discount's lack of 
European activity. If so, it would 
seem that this family policy has now 
changed.) 

Kahtan believes that based in the 
City, he will be better placed to build 
up the customer connections and 
inter-bank links from which a fully 
fledged branch operation may even- 
tually grow. In the meantime, he is 
increasing his office's money market 
activity on behalf of Tel Aviv and 
Israel Discount Bank of New York, 
the first and largest Israeli bank in 
rheU.S. 

ANOTHER AREA that the rep 
office covers, but that becomes even 
more important as the bank expands 
its local operations, is hasbara. Not, 
it might be added, about the war in 
Lebanon but rather about the state 
and direction of the Israeli economy, 
and of the banking industry in par- 
ticular. 

“You can't delude people about 
what's happening," says Hapoalim’s 
Dauber, who has been in England 
for nearly five years and is thus the 
most senior Israeli representative*. ; 
"Foreign banks are well-informed 
about things in Israel. Those that do 
significant business with us have 
someone who keeps tabs on de- 
velopments and visits Israel once or 
twice a year." Most of the British 
bankers he is in touch with have been 
favourably impressed by the nation- 
al unity government’s policies, and 
the attitude towards Israel and 
Israeli banks has improved recently. 
Dauber reports. He also meets with 
officials of American and other 
banks with large London offices, but 
their policy is determined by the 
head offices back home. 

The achievement of the large 
Israeli banks in regaining profitabil- 
ity in 1984, after suffering heavy 
lasses in 1983, has certainly contri- 
buted to this improved atmosphere. 
The Israeli bankers now say that the 
No.l issue is the state of the overall 
economy, with the situation of the 
banks taking second place - a rever- 
sal of last year. 

This is only a minor consolation, 
since country risk is the factor that 
ultimately outweighs everything 
else. However, the profitable activ- 
ity of the Israeli banks and their 
aggressive marketing of their pro- 
ducts. whether for housewives or 
industrialists, as well as their success 
in their role as de facto commercial 
attaches, creates a very good first- 
hand impression on their local con- 
tacts. and this counters the negative 
assessments from the media and 
other second-hand sources. 

This intangible factor Is thus of 
exeat importance and should be 
taken into account when totting up 
the overall balance sheet of the 
achievements and shortcomings of 
Israeli banking activjtv overseas. 


"The book woke a lof of people 
here up to the fact that the people 
the) were constantly and casually 
maligning almost faced extinction, 
and 'nobody in the province ever 
bothered to care.” she says. The 
Holocaust, she says is “a big mys- 
tery” to the Quebecois and many are 
disposed to recent arguments that it 
was a hoax. "But people are becom- 
ing curious, chough also somewhat 
abashed by their ignorance. " 

Filiatrauit says that despite half a 
century of business and professional 
contacts with Jews, the realities of 
Jewish religious practice and family 
life continue to be shrouded by myth 
and speculation, tainted by a former 
tradition of demonization by the 
Catholic Church. "My God, t re- 
member my first visit to a Jewish 
home. I didn't know what to ex- 
pect!" 

Her obsession with the Holocaust 
and her book provoked hostility 
both among gentile and Jewish read- 
ers. Some of the latter felt that it 
wasn't her place to tread on such 
sanctified and sensitive ground, 
while some of the former claimed 
she had been, brainwashed by the 
Jews. "I've been threatened re^ 
peaiedly by some neo-Nazi groups 
situated in Montreal." 




FORTY YEARS AGO, the Allied 
armies liberated the Nazi concentra- 
tion camps and the remnant of the 
six million Jews who had been mur- 
dered during die Holocaust. 

The 40th anniversary was marked 
in the United States by national 
observances in Washington and Phi- 
ladelphia, local commemorations in 
Los Angeles and other American 
cities, and overseas in Europe and 
Israel. 

Why ail this attention 40 years 
later, while 10. IS or 25 years ago the 
anniversary was almost completely 
ignored? Why, in recent years, the* 
outpouring of TV docu-dramas, 
books, articles and movies which 
have made the tragedy, far in time 
and distance, part of the American 
consciousness? 

Recently, the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles (UCLA) com- 
pleted a project, the Holocaust 
Documentation Archives, in which 
57 survivors recounted their experi- 
ences on videotape. When the mov- 
ing documentary was finished, some 
of the participants met, and the same 
question came up. What psycholo- 
gical and historical factors could ex- 
plain the preoccupation with the 
Holocaust - including the UCLA 
project - at this time and not right 
after the events? 

There is no single answer, but a 
few contributing reasons have been 
put forward by UCLA professors of 
history, political science, sociology 
and psychiatry- 

professor E. Victor Wolfensteio, 
a political scientist, sees an emotion- 
al link between the Holocaust and 
the widespread fear of nuclear war. 

"Reluctantly, people are coming 
to the realization that the most terri- 
ble tilings can happen," be says. "If 
the Holocaust could happen, then 
complete nuclear destruction is 
possible." 

Historian Robert Dallek surveys 
the course of American history over 
the past four decades for an explana- 
tion. 

AS WE MARK the 40th anniversary 
of the end of World War n, he sayis, 
we look back on that global conflict 
as the last unquestionably “moral 
war” fought by the United States. 

“In contrast to our later involve- 
ment ur Korea, Vietnam and now 
Central America, World War II 
stands as a reassuring confirmation 
of our national moral worth," says 
Dallek. 

The righteousness of America’s 
cause- 40 years ago is dearly defined - 
by the evil of the Nazi enemy, and 
the Holocaust has become the most 
dramatic proof that wc were on the 
side of justice, he adds. 

Another aspect is suggested by 
Professor Leo Kuper, a sociologist 
and expert on the causes of geno- 
cide. He believes that the emphasis 
on international human rights by the 
Carter administration has sensitized 
the American people to past and 
present violations, including those 
committed in their most extreme 
form during the Holocaust. 

Dr. Louis J. West, chairman of the 
Department of Psychiatry and 
Bio-behavioural Sciences, ap- 


proaches the subject from; the' 
perspective of his discipline. 

IMMEDIATELY AFTER: th<5 
Holocaust, as after aneighbourhood 
crime, the “outsider V’ first reaction 
was to distance himself from the 
disaster by .looking on the victim as 
someone not only completely diffe- 
rent but maybe even somehow-to'. 
blarne for hisrown misfortune. 

"You protect yourself from, hav- 
ing to empathize with the- victim 
because the horror .would be too - 
painful to bear," says West- .Only 
after enough time has elapsed and- 
enough emotional distance put be- 
tween the crime and the observer! 
can most people face the grim facts. 

In addition, says West, it has re^ 
quireda long perspective to accept a 
national sense of. guilt because 
America bore some responsibility, 
at least by inaction, in not trying 
harder to save the victims or provide 
refuge for the Jews of Europe during 
the ’30san<i '40s .' 

- All the professors agree, that- 
while . interest in the Holocaust 
seems to be at a peak now, soctaTand 
behavioural scientists have been 
continuously concerned with the 
subject since the 1940s. They believe 
that the serious research done during 
these decades laid the foundation for 
tile more popular media presenta- 
tions of the last few years. 

They also agpee that it took the . 
Holocaust survivora tbeinselves- a 
long time to come to grips with their ' 
experiences, a conclusion confirmed 
by Dr. Samuel Goetz. 

Goetz is a leader of the 1939 Qub , 
a group of Pohsh-bom Jewish survi- 
vors who played a key role in the 
video project and in establishing a 
chair for Holocaust studies at 
UCLA. He was transported to a' 
concentration camp as a 14-year-old 
boy and. after his liberation, came to . 
Los Angeles. 

- At first , he recalls ; he did not want . 
to talk about what had happened to 

him and hit famil y and focused his 

energies on rebuilding his life: "I felt - 
that nobody realty wanted to hear . 
about our suffering and.humxHa- . 
tions,” says Goetz. 

IT WAS NOT until" the middle to 
late 70s that he and a handful of 
other survivors felt the need, and 
gathered the strength, to talk about 
their wartime traumas openly; 

"Around 1978," he says, “a con- 
fluence of events brought about a' 
change of attitude." . ' : 

.. First, he says, was tiie : increasing- 
media :and public attention to the 
Holocaust, which seemed to validate’ 
and legitinritize the survivors’ own 
experiences. 

Second was the emergence of “re- 
visionist ” and anti-Semitic writers - 
who claimed that the Holocaust had 
actually never happened; “We survi- 
vors first felt frustrated. then indig- 
nant, and then decided we must 
come out in. the open and bear 
witness to tiie truth." 

Finally, the American-born chil- 
dren ofthe survivors reached image - 
at which they wanted to know what 
had happened to their parents and ". 
insisted that they be told. 


Even so,- for about half of the 57^ 
participants in the UCLA video pro- 
ject, their testimony marked the first, 
time they had talked to anyone ab-* 
out their past. ; 7 -. 

‘AFTER A. FEW DAYS of sboot- 
ing and listening to these stories, I 
. started havmg nightmares." said one ■ 
ofthe professional video crew.. ■ 

“This is one of the few times in-- 
..history that wehkve the testimony of., 
the" victims, not only that of the' 
perpetrators,'.' said a professor.

It is understandable that John 
McEnroe and Ivan Lendl spend their 
lives on tennis courts mid in hotel 
rooms around the globe - they earn 
vast fortunes and acquire enduring 
fame. But the professionals who 
played last week in the $25,000 ATP 
tournament at the Israel Tennis Cen- • 
tire in Jerusalem are in a very diffe- 
rent position. Their rankings are 
well above 100 (with the exception of 
Shachar Perfes, who is ranked 57). 
They are all highly talented players, 
but they have to compete against 
equally talented opponents in fierce 
encounters for very limited spoils. 
Why do they persist on the arduous 
circuit when the chances of dethron- 
ing McEnroe or any of the other top 
50 players seem so remote? 

Stuart Bale is 21 years old. His 
borne is in St. Johns Wood, London, 
and he is delighted to have been 
picked for the British Davis Cup 
team this year. He loves the glamour 
of the circuit. “If you do not mind 
living out of a suitcase and being 
away from your family - eight 
months a year, it’s all great fun,” he 
says. 

He admits that it is'very hard to 
break even, financially. 

Though be is ranked 220 in the 
world computer rankings, be knows 
many of the top players and sees 
them on and off at all the various 
competitions. His coach, Bob Brett, 
also works with such leading players 
as Britain's John Lloyd and Austra- 
lian Paul McNamee, and he thus 
feels himself very much in the centre 
of the tennis world. 

Bale, who is Jewish, likes playing 
in Israel. But be feels strongly that 
Israeli umpires and players should 
not carry on lengthy discussions in 
Hebrew, when they both know En- 
glish, to the exclusion of the oppos- 
ing player. He felt very uncomfort- 
able when this happened in Jeru- 
salem. 

His future plans are to play the 
circuit feu another four years, take 
off a year, and then go into the 
famil y business. Until then it is Ten- 
nis, tmnfc, tennis... .and a good-deal 
of partying. 

Henri de Wet is 23, a South Afn- 
can, and ranked 220. Straight from 
school he won a tennis scholarship at 
the University of Miami, did very 
well there and turned professional. 
He studied business management in 
the U.S. and Ins father, who is a 
lawyer in his native Klerksdorp, a 
small town in the Transvaal, would 
very much like him to resume his 

studies and to quit the arcuit. 

Hfc tennis career has been inter- 
rupted by a two-year stint in the 
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South African army, and then he was 
off for six months because of back 
and arm injuries. So he has just got 
back on to the circuit. 

His main problems are logistic - 
he has to travel very far from home 
in order to compete, and that is a 
very expensive business. One way of 
cutting down on expanses is to stay 
with follow-players in their home 
country. He is being put up in Israel 
by the national junior champion, 
Gilad Bloom. 

He enjoys meeting people and is 
very likeable himself, but be feels 
that ir is difficult to develop 
meaningful and lasting relationships 
on the circuit, Ac the moment, he 
lives in West Germany, plays club 
tennis as a pro to earn sufficient 
money to afford to join the circuit. 
As De Wet has a South African 
passport, he is prevented from tak- 
ing part in many tournaments, be- 
cause of the boycott against South 
Africa. There are only three 525,000 
tournaments in which he can play 
this year. 

He received a cheque for S800. 
■after deducting entrance fees, in the 
Jerusalem tournament, in which he 
reached the quarter-finals. His re- 
turn air fare was S35Q and, as he did 
not have accommodation expenses, 
he made more than bis expenses. 

The other players in the tourna- 
ment paid S25 per day at a hotel in 
the city and had to buy two meals, a 
total of at least S40 for every day they 
stayed. Henri says that at other 
tournaments there are usually pack- 
age deals where players stay at a 
Hilton or a Sheraton Hotel for as 
little as $10 a night. 

If the gleanings on the circuit are 
too low. he relies heavily on his club 
in West Germany to provide him 
with an apartment , practice time on 
the court and an opportunity to play 
for them and to teach. 

Until now be has been using Head 
equipment under that company's 
sponsorship. He had just changed to 
a large-sized racket because of his 
injuries, and will be using a Prince 
from now on. 

De Wet stays on the circuit as he 
feels that there is always the chance 
to do better, and it is exciting to see 
the world and to meet people. He 
feels that the top players on the 
circuit keep playing not only for the 
money but because it is a way to 
enjoy living. They are too young to 
retire and, anyway, “it is not that 
hard: one doesn’t eat one's guts out 
because of it.” He says that a tennis 
professional's job is less boring than 
most o there. 

He would advise any budding 
young player to turn professional as 
it is “one of the nicest things to do.” 
But it is necessary to start with some 
financial backing. He also says that, 
if a player is very serious but does not 
get any better after ten years he 
should give up the circuit. 

He finds that some places are 
more pleasant than others. In Jeru- 
salem the people were very friendly 
and he had an opportunity to meet 
many former South Africans. The 
weather was very good for tennis, 
the practice facilities were excellent; 
tile players had a room with refresh- 
ments in which to relax when they 
were not playing - something he 
does not fold everywhere. He cer- 
tainly hopes to be back in September 
for another tournament, 

tfis future plans depend on how he 

does this year. If he does not do well, 

he will succumb to his father’s press- 
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HENRI DE WET. 
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ore and will leave the circuit to 
continue bis studies in Business 
Administration, eventually to settle 
down “to Jive in one place for a 
change.” More success like that here 
might well lead him to defer bis 
surrender to a more humdrum life a 
little longer. 

For PerHjertquist, 25. of Sweden, 
now on his sixth visit to Israel, being 
on the circuit gives him the oppor- 
tunity to live his own life, to do what 
he wants with complete freedom, 
and to return home whenever he 
feels like it. His charming girl friend, 
Marianne, was travelling with him 
this time. 

Hjertquist’s ranking of 280 in no 
way reflects the early success, espe- 
cially as a junior, that he enjoyed. As 
a junior, he toured the circuit with 
Lendl and was runner-up to him. He 
bas been ranked as high as 62 in the 
world, and has won a Grand Prix 
event, has reached the finals of two 
others and bas been in several semi- 
finals. 

Although he admits his form is 
slipping, he continues to enjoy ten- 
nis very much and does not consider 
giving it up just yet. There is a 
thought iu the back of bis mind that 
he may study economics “in the 
future”, but it is still not clear to him 
when this will happen. “Tennis bas 
been good to me and I want to enjoy 
it as long as possible,” he says. 

Breaking even is about what Per 
hopes for on his present form, but he 
hopes to recover his past form very 
soon. Higher ranking means more 
money on the circuit. He received a 
cheque for $400 for tins tournament, 
and, as he was travelling with 
Marianne, this will not cover his 
expenses this time. He says that it is 
difficult to estimate how much he 
earns in a month as it depends on 
how many tournaments he qualifies 
for, and bow well he does. His 
earnings may vary from $0 -510,000. 
The good months have to cover the 
bad. 

He just played in Rotterdam, 
where he received free accommoda- ! 
non, and $1,000 for qualifying for { 
the doubles event. His transports- j 
tion cost him $100. When he travels 
to tournaments - usually for five or i 
six months of the year - he plays in , 
four at a time, each lasting for one 
week. The playing week starts on a i 
Friday and involves practising and 
playing qualifying rounds, before 1 
the actual tournament, in which he 1 
plays both singles and doubles until ( 
he loses. 

When Hjertquist was playing very 
well, he played on the circuit for nine 
months of the year. He says that it is 


very difficult to play so much when 
his form is bad, as it burn's him out 
and playing becomes too much of a 
chore. “When you go to play in a 
tournament, you should want very 
much to win the tournament,” he 
asserts. 

He likes to play in Tel Aviv. He 
found the climatic conditions in 
Jerusalem difficult. “The nice thing 
about Jerusalem is that, when you 
are not playing, there are a lot of 
interesting historical things to see,” 
he says. 

TenDis for the top 50 players in- 
volves being very fit. They have to 
enjoy playing or it is very tough to do 
well. Winning makes things so much 
easier! They usually win one or two 
tournaments a year and make good 
money. 

Per has a racquet contract with 
Head and a clothing contract with 
Puma. He receives all his equipment 
from these two firms, along with 
$1,000 annually. This arrangement 
dates from the time of his turning 
professional in 1978. He also gets 
paid when be plays for his club in 
Sweden. He has seen more of the 
world than any average Swedish 
young man could ever dream of 
doing. In Sweden there is also the 
problem of having to do army service 
for two years, which means no time 
for practice. This is one of the 
reasons why top players like Mats 
Wilander live outside of Sweden. 
The other reason, of course, is that 
Swedish taxes are so high. 

If a youngster is" very good 
Hjertquist says, he should take the 
chance and play the circuit. If not, it 
is very chancy though many players 
develop late. 

Players are in the game for the 
money, the possible fame and the 
glamour. It is a way of life which 
gives them a lot of freedom. It is also 
very often a lot of fun.

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Timely withdrawal 

FOR YESTERDAY’S Independence Day, the IDF could have 
devised no better gift to the nation than the completion of its 
withdrawal from the eastern sector in Lebanon to the security 
zone along the northern border. By early June, of course, the 
entire pullback is to be over. 

There is still some uncertainty as to the degree of the IDFs 
future involvement in the security zone . There seems to be wide 
agreement, amounting almost to a national consensus, that, in 
order to deny any excuse for Lebanese terrorism to attack 
Israel's friends across the border, let alone to pursue the troops 
on their return home, such involvement must be minimal, and 
exclude any regular presence. 

But in the meantime, it is a relief to learn that the troops have 
drastically reduced the area of their needless exposure to 
hostile action inside Lebanon. 

The withdrawal in the east carries some risks. The Syrians are 
likely, sooner or later, to reoccupy the area lost to Israel in 
1982, including the far-seeing observation post that is Jebe] 
Barukh. There is also the danger that the Syrians might allow 
their proteges among the PLO terrorists to operate from that 
area. 

Although it may be impossible now to restore the previous 
“red lines" that kept the peace between Israeli and Syrian 
forces in Lebanon before June 1982, signals will doubtless be 
sent to Damascus suggesting how far it may go south without 
incurring opposition from Jerusalem. Assuming President 
Hafez Assad is not currently in the mood for another warlike 
test with Israel, there is reason to believe that such signals will 
be treated seriously. 

Only the likelihood of an early Syrian attack, or of a 
pre-emptive strike by Israel, would have justified the IDFs 
staying on in the eastern sector. The assumption behind the 
army's digging in wi thin artillery range of Damascus, however, 
was that it would encourage moderate counsels in the Syrian 
capital. This turned out to have been a miscalculation. 

Since the IDF was plainly not about to invade Syria, and thus 
get entangled with the Russians, the visible Israeli threat did 
Dttle but help rally the Syrians’ support behind their not overly 
popular regime. 

In Israeli eyes it is absurd that the defensive stationing of the 
2DF in Lebanon should provoke cries of illegal occupation, 
while the truly ruthless "Greater Syria" occupation troops 
should be tolerated. But then, despite the sweet absurdities 
whispered by the Phalangists in Israeli ears. Lebanon, like 
Syria, is an Arab country. This, too, is one of the lessons of 
Operation Peace for Galilee. 

The peace of Jerusalem 

THE KILLINGS in the Jerusalem area during the past week, 
first of a Jewish taxi-driver, plainly by Arabs, and then, 
evidently in revenge, and presumably by Jews, of an Arab 
taxi-driver, represent an ominous development. 

They underscore the fragility of Jerusalem's internal peace 
on the eve of the 18th anniversary of its unification in the Six 
Day War. The fear that the nation’s capital is in danger of 
turning into another Belfast may be exaggerated, but there is a 
real threat that Arab- Jewish violence will one day break out 
into a veritable orgy of lawlessness. 

For beneath the facade of urban tranquillity there lies an 
endemic, and only half-dormant, communal conflict. 

The fact that Jewish and Arab cab-drivere are now ranged 
across the communal divide is especially worrisome, for these 
two groups have for years worked ciosely together in Jeru- 
salem. It is not only that the Jewish drivers now in self- 
protection refuse to take Arab passengers at night into their 
villages, but that they have taken no action to silence those 
among them who have hailed the Jewish oracle of Arab- 
bashing as their leader. 

Conciliation between Jerusalem Jews and Arabs has long 
been pushed with a considerable measure of success by Mayor 
Teddy KoJJek. But that is not enough. To prevent inter- 
communal hostility from growing into a genuine menace it must 
be stamped out. no matter where it originates. Terrorism 
masquerading as "counter-terror" must be treated with the full 
severity of the law. Self-appointed vigilantes roaming the 
streets must be disarmed and sent packing. 

No one - but no one - should be allowed to set himself up as a 
substitute for the forces of law and order. 

But that, too, is not all. Inter-communal violence draws its 
sustenance from the poisonous wells of racism. It is time the 
Knesset outlawed racism in all its forms, whether Arab or 
Jewish, as an insufferable challenge to the democratic founda- 
tions of Israel sovereignty. 
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SCIENTISTS have ex- 
yn traded genetic material 
UDUfl from a year-old Egyptian 
boy mummified around 400 B.C.E. 
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and grown it in tissue culture in a 
laboratory, the British scientific 
journal Nature reports. 

Peter Newmark, the weekly’s de- 
puty editor, says it is the first time 
scientists have been able to extract 
specimens of DNA from an ancient 
human or earlier primitive man and 
reproduce the genetic material in a 
controlled environment. 

DNA , or deoxyribonucleic acid, is 
the material in the nucleus of every 
cell in the body. It carries a complete 
blueprint of the genetic make-up of 
that individual. 

Newmark said that the modern 
genetic-engineering methods of 
cloning to reproduce DNA from 
specimens thousands of yearn old 
could have a profound impact on the 
study of evolution and archaeology. 

Scientists, led by Dr. Svante 
Paabo of the University of Uppsala 
in Sweden, investigated 23 mummies 
for DNA content in a series of ex- 
periments studying evolution, Na- 
ture says. 

Comparing DNA taken from liv- 
ing organisms and dead organisms 
“might sort out relationships be- 
tween species and help scientists find 
out man’s closest living relatives, 
such as the chimpanzee." says New- 
mark.

ZIONISM, the Jewish nationalist 
ideology which began to captivate a 
significant number of young Jews in 
the large East European Diaspora a 
century ago, and which energized 
them to strive successfully for the 
establishment of a Jewish state in the 
Jews’ ancestral homeland, has been 
in trouble for some time. 

The trouble bas nothing to do with 
the adoption of the UN decision 10 
years ago seeking, at the behest of 
Israel’s Arab enemies, to equate 
Zionism with racism. The real trou- 
ble is internal, among the Jews and 
the Zionists themselves. 

The trouble became apparent in 
the early ’60s. when second- 
generation sabras developed the 
habit of referring contemptuously to 
Zionism as synonymous with postur- 
ing blather. The fact that rhese 
young Israelis went on in a series of 
wars to demonstrate that their pat- 
riotism did not fall short of that of 
their founding-father elders, in no 
way allayed the malaise over sabra 
attitudes to Zionism. 

The trouble with Zionism cropped 
up again in a curious way in a rancor- 
ous exchange between otherwise 
mild-mannered and well-behaved 
academics at the tail end of a confer- 
ence at the Hebrew University last 
week on “Zionism as Nationalism.’’ 

The heated arguments broke out 
in response to a paper presented by 
the university’s Dr. Brian Knei-Paz. 
in which be bemoaned the under- 
mining of the original Zionist vision 
by the recent growth in religiosity 
and chauvinist attitudes towards the 
Arabs in large parts of Israel society. 
The dispute that erupted was not 
between secular and observant 
academics, as nearly all the partici- 
pants were secular. Ir centred in 
different readings of early Zionist 
history and the degree to which the 
early Zionists had rejected, or had 
sought to adapt and build on age-old 
Jewish tradition. The heat of the 
personal exchanges was indicative of 
the malaise which affects so many of 
modern-day secular Zionists in 
Israel. 

THE CONFERENCE itself was a 
welcome attempt to place percep- 
tions of our experience with our own 
movement for national liberation 
within the broader context of the 
nationalism that bas been a domi- 
nant factor in world history over the 
last two centuries. 

Professor Eugene Kamenka of the 
Australian National University of 
Canberra sought to place the de- 
velopment of Zionism during the 
past century within the context of 
other nationalist movements. 

“Nationalism, it is widely recog- 
nized, has a positive and a negative 
side,’’ he said. “It can be democratic 
or authoritarian, backward looking 
or forward looking, socialist or con- 
servative, secular or religious, 
generous or chauvinist." 

He went on to assert that the early 
European “romantic" nationalisms 
of the end of the I8th and early I9th 
centuries had been both democratic 
and univeTsalistic “believing that 
each people had something to contri- 
bute to the development of huma- 


nity... The special mission of their 
nations, their messianic role, was in 
each case on behalf of humanity as a 
whole... 

“By the end of the 19th century, as 
nationalisms came increasingly to 
compete within one area, as multi- 
cultural societies came to the fore- 
front of world attention, and as new 
groups sought to become part of the 
middle classes and to attack existing 
allegedly alien commercial elites, 
nationalism became in many re- 
spects predominantly illiberal. " 

Prof. Kamenka went quoted Ja bo- 
tins ky’s Revisionisl-Ztonist slogan: 

"B'dam va'esh Yehuda nafla; 
b dum va'esh Yehuda takum (Judea 
fell in fire and blood : and J udea shall 
rise in fire and blood)." This he said, 
bas been sung, with the appropriate 
change of place, by more than one 
nationalist. Nor will the cult of the 
Maccabees, nor demands for the 
ceremonial reburial of ancient Jew- 
ish bones, strike the historian of 
other nationalisms as at all surpris- 
ing. 

PROFESSOR Shlomo Avineri of 
the Hebrew University had earlier 
elaborated on the differences be- 
tween the “harmonious'’ and “hege- 
monic'’ versions of European 
nationalisms and their counterparts 
in Zionism. He ended by emphasiz- 
ing that “nationalism is not merely 
about a nation state - its aims trans- 
cend that." 

It was left to Professor Shmuel 
Eisenstadt of the Hebrew University 
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Jews had become, rather than mere- 
ly a rebellion against outride forces. 

There is a general tendency to 
equate the political and practical 
Zionism of the last century with the 
undifferentiated ahavai Zion (love 
of Zion), that had been a unifying 
hallmark of the halachic ethos which 
had kept the dispersed Jewish peo- 
ple alive for 1,800 years. 

What we don't teach our children 
in school any more is that the daily 


truth is that these attitudes were cfcly 
true of the leading figures. Most of 
the Jews who came to this country 
. never shared those visions very 
deeply, if at all. But they were swept 
along into a silent acquiescence,

“Zionism was not simply another 
movement for political national li- 
beration. but sought to create a new 
internal sodo-polirical order. Ir was 
a rebellion against the existing Jew- 
ish reality of Eastern Europe, of 
assimilation on the one hand and 
Orthodoxy on the other. It was a 
revolt against the haiachic-rabbinic 
view, and in favour of Jews taking 
their collective fate into their own 
bands." 

The Hebrew University's Profes- 
sor Israel Kolatt sharpened the latter 
point by saying that “Zionism was a 
movement of national liberation, 
but also one of social redemption 
and of rejection of the galut 

PERHAPS the greatest change that 
has occurred in Zionism after a cen- 
tury is the virtual disappearance of 
the perception of its revolutionary 
nature - revolutionary in the sense of 
an internal rebellion against what 


reaffirmation of ahavat Zion had 
failed to bring more than a handful 
of Jews baric to the real Zion for over 
almost two millennia. 

It took a political and practical- 
activist Zionism that combined that 
age-old yearning for a return to Zion 
with the forms of 19th-century Euro- 
pean nationalism to do that. 

It is ironic in the 1980s that the 
nationalist-religions super-patriots 
of Gush Emunim, the chauvinist 
Zionist* of the Herat heirs to Jabo- 
tinsky’s Revisionism, and perhaps 
even the racist nationalism of Meir 
Kabane, are the streams that seem to 
be the true emulators of European 
nationalisms at their worst. For 
these were always characterized by 
an exaggerated glorification of self, 
an unselective romanticizing of their 
own mythical pasts, and a violent 
hatred of other competing national- 
isms. 

The scholars may be right in main- 
taining that historic main-line Zion- 
ism was oriented towards a imiver- 
salist vision, and took either socialist 
or liberal democratic forms. But the 


ershipof the Labour Party are about 
as socialist as Yitzhak Modal, 
Moshe Nisrim and Gideon Patt are 
classical secular, liberal democrats. 

Even if one agrees that it would be 
fatuous, and unfair, to look to work- 
ing politicians for ideological lead- .
